In some areas, you can get aluminum wool (as opposed to steel wool), which 
would get around the corrosion problem. It costs a little more, though. I 
expect that it wouldn't scratch the tubing surface as much as steel wool or the 
plastic pads, but I haven't tried this comparison. 


I've used a brass shotgun cleaning brush to clean the inside of tubing joints, 
which seems to work well. 


In any case, after you're done cleaning and are re-assembling the antenna, use 
an anti-oxidant compound on ALL joints and electrical connections. Don't let 
copper wires come in direct contact with the aluminum; use stainless steel 
hardware (screws, flat washers, etc.) to avoid direct contact and associated 
bimetallic corrosion.

We used a W3EDP last year at C6A. Ran the 85 ft wire in through the 
window to the MFJ tuner. Outside it was over a couple of palm trees at 
about 40 ft. Fed it as a longwire. Connected the counterpoise wire to 
the ground on the tuner. It worked fairly well on 80 meters, although 
we could only hear the first tier and some of the second tier stations. 

I had tested it in Michigan before we left and it seemed to be down an 
S-unit or two compared to the half wave zepp at comparable power levels 
on each.

I did some "lowfering" (160-190 Khz transmission/reception) a few years ago. 
The LOWDOWN is the newsletter of the Longwave Club Of America and is a source 
of LF-VLF articles. 


If you can get the schematic, build the VLF upconvertors, amplified loops 
and acrive whips designed by Ralph Burhans about 5 to 8 years ago. I think 
the Burhans series was in PopComm or Pop Electronics? I use one of my 
Burhans upconvertors for TSCM (Technical Surveillance Countermeasures). 


Curry Communications in North Hollywood, CA (818 area code) is operated by 
Dave Curry, WD4PLI. Dave makes receiving and transmitting gear for 160-190 
KHz, including beacon keyers, loading coils, transverters for CW-SSB. 


LF Engineering is another company for VLF upconvertors. I think it is in the 
eastern US. 


Caveats- 

Don't use an active whip which goes above 500-550 Khz. These let in too much 
‘crud" from AMBC which will give you problems in reception. Your loop or 
active whip should have a 10-500 KHz bandpass. 

Don't use a wire antenna or a convertor designed for a wire- too much 
interference from AM again. 

For the sake of sanity, use a convertor with a 4MHz or other "even" output. 
This means 4.1612 on your dial is 161.2 Khz not something else you have to 
calculate... forget those "80 meter" convertors. 

Don't use Palomar or Heath convertors- The ones I mentioned are better.

There is a big difference in the quality control levels in a commercial 
plant like Hallicrafters and defense plants like Defense Electronics- 
however I have seen a variance in QC between defense contractors- usually 
low quality when the production manager is responsible for the inspection 
personnel. You know the cost vs schedule vs "get it out the door" 
policies. 


Many years ago the space industries tried to overcome this problem with 
their "Zero Defects" programs. They worked very well, except for the 
shuttle Challenger, but were very expensive. 

Even the Military Specs admit that there is not perfection in the 
supplies they procure since they use sampling to evaluate the quality of 
the materials. tThis means a statistical amount is predicted to be non 
compliant but an acceptable amount of defective material. 

Thus, Caveat Emptor, you should inspect all soldering when you need to 
find an intermittant . And don't expect the workmanship to be perfect, 
unless you are paying for that kind of quality control.

Len, after 26+ years as engineer and working with flow soldered circuits, 
there is a big difference in the consistancy and the thickness of the 
solder when hand soldering as in the final sections of most QRO rigs. 
Hand soldering is not as subject to the thermal stresses. However, the 
circuit boards in todays rigs are still subject to thermal extremes when 
the rigs are operated in the auto(unheated at night) from winter to 
summer and in winter from nite to day with heater running.

Hi Greg, 


By now you might know all that I'm about to say, but here goes it, 


The W3EDP is end fed, so there is no transmision line. I just saw the note 
that said they just used a MFJ tuner. That is not the way to do it. You 
should use a LC tank circuit, with the end of the wire (84-85 ft) connected 
directly to the top of the tank. You feed it with a link coil on the tank 
inductor. The offical version also uses a 17 ft counter poise, connected to 
the ground side of the tank. 


I calculated that the wire is about 0.3 wave lenghts long on 80, 0.6 on 40 
, etc. This puts the feed point somewhere in the high voltage position of 
the wave. Idealy, one could calcualte the impeadance of that point on the 
wire and make the LC tank to have that impeadance. I simply took a coil and 
variable cap out of the junk box and found the tap on the coil which tuned 
to 40 meters. I added a two turn link to the bottom of the coil to go to 
the radio. I can tune it to pretty close to 1:1 SWR. I had to add a few 
feet of wire to make the SWR low on the low end of 40. I probably had to do 
this to make the feed point match the coil/cap combination I happened to 
end up with. 


The tuning capacitor looks like it's set to about 150 pfd and the coil is a 
0.9" dia ceramic form with about 14 turns spread out over an inch. (that's 
for 40) I understand the "rainbow" tuner can easialy be configured to tune 
this antenna. 


I just put one up a couple of days ago myself. I have the tuner in a box 
next to the window (ground floor). The wire runs out the window, up to a 
flag pole and then back over to a tree. Not the best way to string it, but 
only way I could do it. I've only make a few QSO's with it so far and have 
nothing to compair it to, but does seem to work. Might not be as good as a 
dipole at a decent hieght, but is better than nothing. One should be able 
to make this antenna fairly "stealthy" if need be. Also a pretty good 
portable antenna. 


I saw an article in *73* a while ago where the 84 ft of wire was wound ina 
spiral on a wooden "X" frame and the auther claimed it worked pretty good. 


I would recomend this antenna if, like me, it is not possable to put up a 
dipole.

I just gotta add my two cents worth on this subject: 


First, DON'T use steel wool. Use Scotchbrite or other brand abrasive pads, 
available at your local hardware or building supply store, or failing that, 
use a wire brush. 


Now, if you want to make up a failsafe connection, smear the prospective 
areas with No-Ox or AluNox. These are electrical joint compounds common to 
the electrical power industry. See your local electrical supply house. 
Tell them you're making up aluminum to aluminum connections, and they'll 
get you the right stuff. After smearing the stuff onto the 
previously-cleaned aluminum, take a stainless-steel wire brush and brush 
the joint surfaces THROUGH the compound (easy on the outside of tubing, but 
you might have to get a shotgum brush from a sporting-goods store for the 
inside) and then assemble. Why this way? Well, as soon as you clean 
aluminum, you remove its protective (and not too conductive) oxide coating. 
The clean bare aluminum immediately re-oxidizes. By brushing through the 
compound, you break up this new layer of oxide and the compound prevents it 
from reforming. 


Now, I know this sounds like overkill, but in my line of business, aluminum 
joints may have to pass thousands of amps of load for years, and this 
technique will insure that they do so. If you want to get the last iota of 
efficiency out of an aluminum connection, this'll do it...

Unless you've got a quick and easy mechanism of drawing your 
own wire for a spark alternator, building a coherent detector, etc. 
Until then, my stand-alone PalmPilot and 56002EVM running 16-ary DSP 
encoding is blowing away CW at SNR levels that make a life-long CW op 
turn the dial to another frequency, because he can't even xhearx the 
signal. And it's doing it error-free, I might add, at about 30 times 
the communications rate of a good CW op. 


Need I also add, that in an emergency, *xANYONEx who can read is 
capable of using my portable QRP digital rig to summon help, pass 
traffic, etc? 


You'll also need to reconsider the illusion that there are "no 
conduits, no machines." What, precisely, is a Norcal 40 or OHR-400, if 
not a conduit and a machine?

As you note below, the theory 
falls apart when you spend more than a few minutes listening to 80M, and 
selected portions of the upper bands. Morse testing obviously does 
xNOT*x cause people to act as if their licenses are valuable. Granted, 
we are talking about a subset of operators, but an extremely visible 
subset. CW ops are not immune to this - how many postings have we seen 
on QRP-L about intentional interference, people sending FU & LID, etc? 


As for the comment about being given something for free; All of the 
serious arguments for removing the Morse test also ask for more 
difficult written exams. Therefore, placing a higher burden on the 
examinee, which would satisfy your argument about how people feel about 
their license, but also testing for knowledge and skills that are 
xrelevantx to our charter. NOBODY seriously wants to eliminate the use 
of CW, for those people who like to use it. -x*I* like to use it, but in 
the same way that I like to perform other, entertaining, but obsolete 
activities. 


Quite seriously, I defy anyone to tell me how Morse testing advances 
the state of the art. Tell me how it acts as an enabling technology in 
emergencies. ( But, first take a look at any of the recent QST articles 
about hams supporting emergency operations, and count how many times 
Morse is mentioned, as opposed to phone and digital operations. ) Any 
takers?
